Interesting Talk on "Probation 


and Its Possibilities" by Deputy 
Commissioner 


"Probation and Its Possibilities" was 


the subject of an Interesting address 
by Herbert C- Parsons, deputy com- 
missioner of probation, at the welfare 
meeting- at St. Anne's pariah house In 
Kirk street yesterday afternoon. II r. 
Parsons is u man of wide experience 
in this line and of recognized author- 
ity and he explained the probation 
system from it;* beginning1 up to the 
present time in a manner which great- 
ly Interested his listeners. 


The meeting was held under the aus- 


pices of the Lowell

league in co-operation with the civ- 
ilian relief committee of the Red Cross.

J. Pickman, Probation Officer Edward

a century ago we read into the laws 
of the state that a person who didn't 
support his family was tried as a 
criminal. We put him in a cell, turned 
the key and made it sure that he 
couldn't go to work and support his 
family. 
But now when 
a 
man 
is 


charged with neglect he is placed in 
the hands of the probation officer, who 
sees that the man secures work and 
earns money, for the support of those 
dependent upon him. During the past 
year 
3418,000 was collected in this 


state by probation officers from per- 
sons who had neglected their families 
Isn't it much better to reform these 
men by letting them secure employ- 
ment and making them support thcli 
families than to close them up 
Jail and ha\-e the county pay their 
hoard?" 


He also referred to the steps taken 


relative to the support of illegitimate 
children and support of indigent pa- 
rents. 
At one time if a person did 


not have, money to pay a fine he was 
locked up and supported by the coun- 
ty, but now it Is different. 
At the 


present time If the offender is fined 
and has not got the money he is 
given time in which to pay the flue 
and is until the fine is paid in full, 
under the gruldance of the probation 
officer. 
Last year $81.000 was paid in 


suspended fines in this state. Last year 
the state of Khode Island as a result 
of confining people who could not pay 
fines, asked the legislature for $S40,- 
000 to pay back bills. 
Such a thing 


s unknown, in this state. 


"You 
must treat a person helpfully 


nstearl of hurtfully," said Mr. Parsons. 
"A person who is committed to jail 
for a long period feels that he has 
been unjustly treated and develops a 
feeling to get square, with, the peo- 
ple who sent him there.

six or seven times. Some courts have 
resorted to the probationary system 
when unable to determine just what 
disposition to be made, knowing: that 
the probation officer has a better op- 
portunity to study the life and en- 
vironments of the person.

KHARKOV 


LONDON', Tuesday, 
April

Defeating an eleventh hour attack by 
Rep. Fred P. Greenwood of Everett 
.v**t«rda.y afternoon, Rep. 
Dennis A. 


Murphy of Lowell carried the Merri- 
mack fiahways bill to a third reading 
by a vote that was practically unani- 
mous, the Everett member alone rais- 
ins his voice when the speaker called 
for the "nays." 


Previous to the session rumors were 


spread that a determined effort was to 
be made to kill the bill, and the en- 
tire Lowell delegation at once became 
busy. Reps. Murphy, Achin and Jevvett 
remained in the 
house 
chamber 
to 
meet the arguments 
of 
those 
who 


might oppose it, while Reps. Corbett 
and Putnam became active in the lob- 
by. The effectiveness of 
their team 
work was shown by the vote on the 
bill. 


The matter appeared on the calen- 


dar in a new form, .reported 
by the 


ways and means committee, 
and- cle- 
ftigned to safeguard the legal rights of 
the commonwealth and of the water 
power 
companies 
having 
riparian 


Hg-hts in the river. The appropriation 
which may be expended from the treas- 
ury of the commonwealth, also, 
was 


reduced by the committee from $15,000 
to $10.000.

thirty years ago was carried- out by 
the ice. 
That was because it was not 


properly constructed. 
Today fish way a 


aro built of concrete, and a-rc made sc 
strong that they will last forever. 


"The sole reason this bill is here is 
that the people of the Merrimack val- 
ley have been sleeping on their rights, 
and have not compelled the fish and 
game commission to live up to the law. 
Members of that commission 
in, 
the 
past have not given our people the 
protection to which they were entitled, 
because the commissioners have 
been 


too prone to listen to the corporate in- 
terests involved, who seem to feel that 
the river exists only for the purpose of 
furnishing1 power for them to sell." 


Fond CoDnervatioii Meanure 


Rrtp. Henry Achin. Jr., next look up 


the battle, declaring that the 
bill 
is 


nothing but a food conservation meas- 
ure. "I live near the 
bank of 
this 


river." he said, ''and T can remember 
twenty-five years ago, when it was not 
at all unusual to see fishermen with 
big catches of salmon, taken from the 
Merrimack river at Lowell. Then fish- 
ing- was a profitable 
occupation, and! 


not at ail a pastime of sportsmen. But: 
since the Locks and Canals company at 
Lowell and the Essex company at Law-j 
rence have locked the river with their j 
dams, it is no longer possible for the 
fish to get up.

th«y know that It will moan a greatly 
Increased supply of food for the people 
of our city. 1 do not know as we will 
be able to ship fish to ISverott, or to 
other pails of the commonwenlth, 
hut. 


1 do know that it will Klve us a supply 
of food that would have come In very 
handy tills pa»t winter, and 
In 
my 


opinion there is no way in which 
commonwealth could expend $10,000 to 
better advantage." 


I*ep. Smith of Trovincetown. chair- 


man of the legislative committee on 
fisheries and game, said it is a shame 
to permit such a great river as the 
Morrlmack to flow to the sea without 
feeding the multitudes of fish which it 
is capable of supporting. Rep. (ileason 
of Andover predicted 
that within a 


few years after the passage of the bill 
the Everett member will 
be looking: 


for a chance to go fishing up the Mer- 
rimack river. Hep. Greenwood Tetorted 
that he never expected 
to have the 


pleasure of seeing a Merrimack salmon. 


Rep. Jewett called attention to the 


fact that the bill has been supported, 
unanimously, by two committees, and 
has already passed the senate.

Shall the 
Massachusetts ^Agricul- 


tural college serve the plain people ot 
this atate. the farmers for whom it 
was intended or devote its time main 
ly to turning out experts who go all 
over the country' looking for positions 
In which they can utilize the super- 
fluity of their, knowledge? That ques- 
tion is now under discussion in the 


"i 
legislature and 
elsewhere and with 


, 
the demand for greater food produc- 
tion many men who cannot be charg- 
ed with any lack of common-sense are 
of the opinion that the college is 
wasting time and money in training 
experts whose efforts will be felt only 
In the future. They believe that an 
institution of this hind particularly at 
this time should teach boys to be 
practical farmers rather 
than 
train 


agricultural 
professors. 
The 
college 


apparently holds to its high standards 
to such an extent that the farmers 
feel it is above them and that it- is 
more of a state university than a 
school for farmers. 


Our local Textile 
school 
wen 


through a controversy very much re 
sembling that now waged in referenc 
to the-Agricultural colle'ge. When th 
school was established, the belief pre 
\ ailed that mill operatives could tak 
courses there to enable them to 
much better work in their respecth 
lines; 
but apart from 
the evenin 


classes conducted during; the winte 
months the mill hands derived verj 
little benefit from the Textile schoo 
Kven these classes were too far ad 
vanced for most of those who wishe 
to take, them up. Finally it becam 
the fixed policy of the school to serv 
as.a textile university and to furnis 
less advanced instruction in the even 
ing classes to those sufficiently ad 
vanced to benefit by them. 
_ 


The result is, that while the even 


ing courses do help the 
ambitiou 


workers in the mills, the day course 
are conducted on a high scale and the 
graduates are equipped to. direct thi 
varied lines of textile 
manufactun 


with technical skill 
and resultan 


success. But they do not remain in 
this state. Many of them go south or 
west and engage in textile manufac- 
ture even in competition with the 
mills of Massachusetts and other New 
England 
states. They thus aid the 


countrv at large and the state that 
trains them but incidentally. 


The result will be precisely similar 


in reference to the Agricultural col- 
lege graduates. As the state cannb' 
find places for so many accomplished 
experts, they will seek employment in 
other states. That this has been theii 
course in the past is proved by thi 
fact that in 1912 and 1916 only 8 pe 
cent of its graduates became farmers 
in Massachusetts. It would, therefore 
appear that if this college is to con- 
fer the greatest possible benefit upon 
Massachusetts, it will reach down to 
the level of tho common farmer, take 
his boy from the grammar or the high 
school and 
train 
him 
in -\ scientific 


fanning. It is not necessary to have 
a, high school education or to be wel 
versed in mathematics or in the clas- 
sics to become a successful farmer. 


It is better to train ten boys to be 


first class farmers than to turn out 
one expert qualified 
to conduct 


iinodel farm on a scientific basis that 
»}3 but rarely adopted. 


This and other schools can best 


meet the demands of tlis hour by 
coming down to the level of the people 
rather than by barring the doors 
against them by tests which they can- 
not pass. Shorter and less advanced 
courses, witlt fewer bars in the form 
of entrance examinations, would pop- 
ularize this college and enable it to 
give a. great impetus to the farming 
industry in Massachusetts, where it is 
certainly needed to a greater extent 
than in many other states.

.and although they were unsupported 
by the artillery and armed only, with 
rifles and with a few machine 
guns, 


they poured scythelike streams of bul- 
lets into the enemy at several differ- 
ent times until the weapons were ao 
ho.t as to be useless. 


This handful 
of American 
soldiers, 


who wero not hardened, to, such terrific 
slaughter, were sickened by. the. sham- 
bles they created, but fought furiously 
for several days, helping- to hold 
the 


enemy all the way from near St. Quen- 
tin to the vicinity of Noyon. . 


These were the Americans mentioned 


at the time in the official communique, 
but these details of their experiences it 
has only now been .possible to secure. 


When the German attack began the 


Americans were working in the .rear 
Jines with the Canadians, under Cana- 
dian command. 
They quickly 
threw 


dow» their tools and seized the;weap' 
ons with which they had been armed 
for some months, and formed 
them- 


selves into a fighting unit. The Ger- 
mans came on and ftnallj' reached the 
positions where the Americans 
were 


waiting'. 


The exact numbers of .the engineers 


cannot be given, but they were com- 
paratively small. 
They had no inten- 


tion of retreating, however, and were 


all the Germans pos- 
bent upon killing 
sible. 
German Waves Come On 


As the first gray enemy-ware ad- 


vanced, the American forces let 
them 


come until they were 
within certain 


range, then opened fire, pouring in a 
storm of bullets. 
Gaps appeared 
in 


the advancing: lines at 
many 
places, 


some of them large, where the machine 
guns had chewed through. 


Still the German waves 
came on, 


without firing- a single shot—Just ad- 
vancing1. 


The Americans were unable to 
un- 


derstand these tactics, but, neverthe- 
less, were certain that it was a ques- 
tion of slaughtering the enemy or 
be- 


ing* themselves smothered under 
the 


advance. 
By this time their weapons 


were so hot that they could 
not 
be 


used .effectively and the 
enemy 
was 


close, so that the engineers 
retired, 


fighting, too~k up another position, then 
turned and began operations again. 
A 


British officer who witnessed the en- 
gagement is reported to have said: 


"They held on by their teeth until the 


last moment, inflicting terriflic casual- 
tics on the enemy. 
Then they'moved 


bark and waited for the Germans and 
repeated the performance." 


By the time the engineers reached 


place somewhere near Noyon they were 
nearly exhausted and almost 
without 


equipment. 
There they were given a 


chance to rest and re-equip. 
Accord- 


ing to all reports, they were entitled to 
It, for certainly they gave 
the Ger- 


many a generous sample of what the 
enemy is to expect from the 
Ameri- 


can army. 


During a battle unusual stories al- 


ways crop up, but the following is one 
which the correspondent heard and it 
ia said to have been verified: 


"In one of the periods 
when 
the 


American engineers and their Canadian 
comrades in arms were holding a posi- 
tion, what-appeared to be a British 
staff motor drove up. The driver was 
in the.uniform of a British soldier, and 
a man in the tonneau was in the uni- 
form of a British staff officer. The offi- 
cer stepped out and asked for the com- 
manding officer. He was taken 
to 
a 


Canadian ofilcer near-by. The staff of- 
ficer 
ordered 
the 
commander 
to 


retire four kilometres, saying that the 
Germans were pressing on; both flanks 
and he might be cut off. 


For some reason the Canadian com- 


mander became suspicious. He had the 
staff ofilcer searched. 
When the latter 


failed to produce his authority, and pa- 
pers were found on him proving that 
he vrns a German officer, he and his 
chauffeur were Immediately shot. 


American- engineer officers are said 


to have been present when this 
inci- 


dent occurred.

Wiefbureau of statistics (Labor Di- 


vision) of Massachusetts has issued 
ita 40th quarterly report on employ- 
ment In Massachusetts for the quarter 
ending December 31. 1917. It contains 
a general summary of conditions as 
weir as much interesting data. 
According to reports received from 


correspondents 
there was some de- 
crease in the demand for labor at thu 
close of December. 1917, as compared 
with the demand at the close of Sep- 
tember, 1917. This decrease was dun 
principally to less activity in 
the 


building trades because 
of 
weather 


wage controversy which threatened to 
involve several thousand freight, yard, 
and station employes of the Boston 
and Maine railroad resulted in 
thu 


callins of a strike to become effective 
on 
October 22. 
-This strike 
wus 


averted, however, by the reference for 
adjustment of the questions ut issue to 


board of'arbitration of which Henry 


li. Kudieott was designated chairman, 
in nil of these controversies tho KOV- 
.M'nment found it necessary to inter- 
vene. 
It is therefore, to be regretted 


that tho same measures by which a 
settlement of each controversy was 
limtlly reached were not adopted in 
season to prevent a cessation of work. 


The Principal Strikes 


In the textile industry the principal 


strikes during the quarter were those 
of textile workers employed 
in 
the 


nanufacture of army blankets in Hoi- 
iston; weavers in a matting factory 
m;l employes in a dye room in 1-uw- 


condltions and lp a. closing down ofjrence; carders in New Bedford «nd 
some establishments because of a lack 
of fuel or raw materials used in man- 
ufacture. Increased activity in those 
industries directly affected by govern- 
ment demands, such as shipbuilding, 
manufacture 
of 
military equip 


and munitions, and transportation was 
evident, but in certain Industries less 
essential to the successful prosecution 
of the war there was some curtailment 
due in part to the requisition by the gov- 
ernment of materials necessary to war 
activities and in part to the lack of 
workmen, many of whom had entered 
the service of the government either 
directly, or indirectly as employes on 
contract work. Even in tho building 
trades many of those, who might oth- 
erwise have been temporarily unem- 
ployed during 
the 
winter 
months, 


found employment in the construction 
of buildings immediately required by 
the government. 
Tho demand 
for 


employes in the shipbuilding industry 
at Fore River and for building trades- 
men at the "Destroyer Plant" at 
Squantum, and at the 
Charleston™ 


Navy Yard was particularly urgent. 


That & certain amount of the un- 


employment (where it has occurred) 
has been due to the shifting about of 
a large element of the Industrial pop- 
ulation is indicated by the fact that 
the labor "turn-over" has in some in- 
stances been at an abnormally high 
rate. For example, it was reported 
that during a period of four months 
the Fore River Shipbuilding company 
hired 
over 
5,000 
new employes In 


order to add 2,500 to its force, 
and 
that the Eastern railroads .during a 
period of nine months hired over ona 
million new men, or about three men 
for each vacant position, 
this 
being 


about double the .normal 
turn-over. 


In some other lines of 
work 
even 


higher rates of turn-over were report- 
ed. In the textile industry concerted 
efforts on the part of employers were 
being made to so standardize wages 
and 'working conditions as to reduce 
competition 
among 
themselves 
for 


employes, thereby eliminating to some 
extent the floating labor In that in- 
dustry. 
» 
Records on file in this office show 


that during the quarter ending De- 
cember 31. 1917, there were 98 indus- 
trial controversies (97 strikes and one 
lockout) which were of such import- 
ance as to receive comment in the 
daily press. 
Of these strikes the fol- 


lowing, because of their bearing upon 
government 
war needs, 
commanded 


special public attention. 
A succes- 


sion of strikes in the Boston district 
of workmen 
employed 
on contract 


work for the government, beginning 
on October 23 and continuing for a 
period of three weeks, caused much 
concern because of the fact that gov- 
ernment war- work was being seriously 
delayed. 
The first of this series of strikes 


occurred at the Watertown Arsenal 
on October 23, but fortunately a set- 
tlement was reached two days later 
through the direct mediation of thu 
secretary o£ war. At the plant of 
the Fore River Ship Building com- 
pany a number of workmen, variously 
estimated at from 3500 to 5000 were 
thrown out of work as a result of a 
strike, principally of machinists, for 
an immediate readjustment of ratings 
so as to conform with the scale in 
effect at the Charlestown navy yard. 
This strike began on October 30 and 
the men returned to work on Novem- 
ber 6, following an agreement to sub- 
mit the matter in controversy to arbi- 
tration by Henry B. Endicott, execu- 
tive manager of the 
Massachusetts 


committee on public safety. 
Early 


in November several groups of work- 
men employed at the so-called "De- 
stroyer Plant" at Squantum struck in 
support of the open-shop demands by 
building tradesmen employed on gov- 
ernment building contracts in the Bos- 
ton district, and on November 7 a 
general strike occurred affecting ap- 
proximately 1000 workmen employed 
In building construction work at the 
Charlestown navy yard the Watertown 
arsenal, the jUarine hospital in Chel- 
sea, the appraiser's stores in Boston 
and the magazine station at Hingham. 
A settlement was reached on Novem- 
ber 1G through the mediation of rep- 
resentatives of the federal and state 
governments. 


A strike of about 600 freight hand- 


lers employed at the Boston docks of 
the Boston and Albany and the Bos- 
ton and Maine railroads, which threat- 
ened to interfere seriously with for- 
eign shipments, began on October 1 
anil was finally brought to an end on 
October 20 through the efforts -Of a 
committee representing the Massachu- 
setts committee on public safety.

Interesting Talk on "Probation 


and Its Possibilities" by Deputy 
Commissioner 


"Probation and Its Possibilities" was 


the subject of an interesting address 
by Herbert C. Parsons, deputy com- 
missioner of probation, at the welfare 
meeting at St. Anne's parish house In 
Kirk street yesterday afternoon. Mr. 
Parsons is a man of wide experience 
in this line and of recognized author- 
ity and he explained the 
probation 


system from its beginning- up to the 
present time in a manner which great- 
ly interested his listeners. 


The meeting was held under the aus- 


pices of tho Lowell 
Social 
Service 


league in co-operation with the civ- 
ilian relief committee of the Red Cross. 
Among those present were Hon. John 
.1. Ptckrnan, Probation Officer Edward 
F. Slattery and Charles F. Richard- 
son, probation officer 
for 
wayward 


and delinquent children, also Emily M. 
Skilton, deputy probation officer 
for 


children and woman police inspector. 


In opening Mr. Parsons said that 


probation is an instrumentality that 
the state has set up which protects 
the welfare, property and peace of 
tlie commonwealth. He spoke of the 
public taking an interest In some oc- 
currence on the street which leads 
to the arrest of an offender, the trial 
in court and the passing- of sentence. 
"That/1 he said, "is where public in- 
terest ceases; 'that is where the inter- 
eat of the commonwealth starts." 


"This is the 10th, 20th and -10th pe- 


riod of the new development—-the pro- 
bationary system—in 
our 
common- 
wealth. Massachusetts began the pro- 
cess of reformation of its criminals 
at .irs,t for bo^s and established the 
industrial school for boys at t.be T^y- 
ma:i school. Later we established n 
school for g-irls. now known aa the 
Lancaster 
school. 
During- the Civil 


war we extended this process of 3H.1- 


ago to the older people. 
AVe later 


directed our attention to the saving 
oi' women and established the reform- 
atory for women. After having sue- , 
ceeded in c tiring for the boys and 
g-irls and women wo completed the 
Lirogram by trying- to save the men 
and we established the reformatory!

cell in any of its prisons and at the 
present time half of tlie cells are un- 
occupied.

place of confinement for prisoners, but 
during1 the past year il has been sold 
and is now used as an old folks' home. 
Last year there was a women's pris- 
on on Deer Island in 730? ton harbor 
and when the commission visited tlie 
place it was found that the bnilclimr 
wus praetifially vacant, simply for the 
reason that the state b;ul found a 
way to treat women different than 
heretofore.

charged with neglect he is placed in 
the hands of tho probation officer, who 
sees that the man secures work and 
earns money for the support of those 
dependent upon him. During the past 
year $418,000 was collected in this 
state by probation officers from per- 
sons who had neglected their families. 
Isn't it much better to reform these 
men by letting them secure employ- 
ment and making them support their 
families than to close them up in 
jail and have the county pay their 
board?" 
He also referred to the steps taken 


relative to the support of Illegitimate 
children arid support of indigent pa- 
rents. 
At one time if a person did 


not have money to pay a fine he was 
locked up and supported by the coun- 
ty, but now it Is different. 
At the 


present time if the offender is fined 
and has not got the money he Is 
given time in which to pay the fine 
and is until, the fine is paid In full, 
under the guidance of the probation 
officer. 
Last year $S1,000 was paid In 


suspended flues in this state. Last year 
the state of Rhode Island as a result 
of confining people who could not pay 
fines, asked the legislature for $S40,- 
000 to pay back bills. Sucli a thing 
is unknown in this state. 


'You must treat a person helpfully 


instead of hurtfully," said Mr. Parsona.

5G of the trusties to go unattended 
to their homes to spend Christmas. 
Did they return? Every one of them. 
The following year he allowed 650 
prisoners to go to their homes for 
ine week and ,g:ave each man ?10 in 
money. 
That was a great temptation, 


it might be said, but not one of them 
failed to return at the appointed time.

ing courses do help the (.ambitious 
workers in tlie mills, the day courses 


" 
are conducted on a high scale and the 
graduates are equipped to direct the 
varied lines of textile 
manufacture 


with technical skill and resultant 
success. But they do not remain In 
this state. Many of them go south or 
west and engage in -textile manufac- 
ture even in competition with the 
mills of Massachusetts and other New 
England states. They thus aid the 


- country at large and the state that 


trains them but incidentally. 
SThe lesult will be precisely similar, 
in reference to the Agricultural col- 
lege graduates. As the state cannot 
find places for so many accomplished 
experts, they will seek employment in 
other states. That this has been their 
course in the past is proved by the 
.fact that in 1912 and 1916 only 8 per 
cent of its graduates became farmers 
in Massachusetts. It would, therefore, 
appeal that if this college is to con- 
fer the greatest possible benefit upon 
.Massachusetts, it will reach down to 
the level of the common farmer, taks 
his boy from the grammar'or the high 
school and train him in 
scientific 


farming. It is not necessary to have 
a high school education or to be well 
versed in mathematics or in the clas- 
sics to become a successful farmer. 


It is better to train ten boys to be 


first class farmers than to turn out 
ono expert qualified 
to conduct 
a 


model farm on a scientific basis that 
is but rarely adopted. 


This and other schools can best 


meet the demands of the hour by 
coming down to the level of the people 
rather than by barring the 
doors 


against them by tests' which they can- 
not pass. Shorter and less advanced 
courses, with .fewer bars in the form 
of entrance examinations, would pop- 
ularize this college and enable it to 
give a great impetus to the farming 
industry in Massachusetts, where it is 
certainly needed to a greater extent 
than in many other states.

To meet the menace of the sheep kill- 
ing dog, which is recognized as one of 
the greatest hindrances to mutton and 
wool production in the United States, 
several methods are suggested in Far- 
mers' Bulletin 935, "The Sheep-Killing 
Dog," issued by the 
United 
States 


department of agriculture. 
Uniform 
state dog laws are advocated as prob- 
ably the best method, and a digest of 
existing state laws and the complete 
text of two satisfactory laws (those 
of Pennsylvania and West Virginia) 


are given in the bulletin. The use of 
dog-proof fences is suggested and thw 
co-operation of owners of Uogs is said 
to be important. 
' 


"The war needs of (lie United Stated 


and the allies make it imperative that 
the number of live stock be substan- 
tially increased," says the bulletin. 
"The whole of Europe is 
contentiintf 


with a shortage of all classes ol\ live 
stock and Is facing a problem in tha 
supply of farm animals that will not 
be solved for years after the war i* 
over. The entire world Is in n'eed o£ 
wool and it will take some time after 
peace is declared to restock the worttl 
trade. The need of an increased muttt 
supply and the necessity of a greater 
wool supply should make the sheep 
one of the most profitable of farm 
animals. -

sheep business and have failed to lind 
the keeping of sheep profitable, agree 
that one of the greatest causes for 
tholr discouragement has 
been 
thw 


sheep-killing doe- Thousands of sheep 
are ruthlessly killed each year by 
dogs, causing a monatary loss to sheep 
owners of over 
$1,000,000 
annually. 


The greatest setback of all that Lhw 
dog causes to the farm industry as a 
whole, consists in keeping out of the 
business men who are otherwise in- 
clined to go into it.

This handful 
of'American soldiers,

These were the .Americans mentioned 


at the time in the,.,official communique,, 
but these details of their'experiences it 
has only now been ^possible'to" secure. : 


"When tlie German attack began-the 


Americans were working in. the real 
lines with the Canadians,'under Cana- 
dian command. 
They quickly threw 


down their tools and seized, the weap 
ons with which they had been armed 
for some months, .and 
formed; them- 
selves into a fighting unit. The Ger- 
mans came on and "finally reached the 
positions where the Americans 
were 
waiting. -

Tho exact numbers of the engineers 


cannot be given, but they were com- 
paratively small. 
They had no inten- 


tion of retreating, however, and were 
bent upon killing; all the Germans pos- 
sible. 


Germnn Wares Come On • 


As the first gray enemy-wave

.According to reports received from 
correspondents there was some de 
crease in the demand for labor at the 
close of December, 1917, as comparer1 
with the demand at tho close of Sep 
tember, ?917. This decrease was due 
principally to less activity 
in the 


building trades because 
or 
weatnei 


conditions and to a closing down ot 
' some establishments because of a lack 


of fuel or raw materials used in man- 
ufacture. Increased activity in those 
industries directly affected by govern- 
ment demands, such as shipbuilding 
manufacture 
of 
military equipment 


and munitions, and transportation was 
evident, but in certain industries loss 
essential to the successful prpsecutioi 
of the war there was some curtailment 
due in part to the requisition by tho gov- 
ernment of materials necessary to wai 
activities and in part to the lack 01 
workmen, many o£ whom had entered 
the sen-ice of the government eithei 
directly, or indirectly as employes on 
contract work. Even in the building 
trades many of those, who might oth- 
erwise have been temporarily unem- 
ployed during 
the 
winter 
months. 


found employment in the construction 
of buildings immediately required by 
the government. 
The demand for 
employes in the shipbuilding industry 
at Fore River and for building trades- 
men at the "Destroyer Plant' 
at 


Squantum, and at the 
Charlestown 


Navy .Yard was particularly urgent. 
That a certain amount of the un- 


employment 
(where it has occurred) 


has been due to the shifting about of 
a large element of the industrial pop- 
ulation is indicated by the fact that 
the labor "turn-over" has in some in- 
stances been at an abnormally high 
rate. For example, it was reported 
that during a period of four months 
the Fore Elver Shipbuilding company 
hired over 
5,000 new employes in 


order to' add' 2,500 to its 
force, and 
that the Eastern railroads during a 
period of nine months hired over one 
million new men, or about three men 
for each vacant position, this 
being 


about double the normal 
turn-over. 
In some-other lines of 
work

higher rates of turn-over were report- 
ed. In the textile, industry concerted 
efforts on the'part of employers were 
being ;made to so standardize wages 
and working conditions as to reduce 
competition 
among 
themselves 
for 


employes, thereby eliminating to some 
extent the floating labor in that in- 
dustry. 
Eeeords on file in this omce show 
that during the quarter ending De- 
cember 31, 1917, there were 98 indus- 
trial controversies (97 strikes and one 
lockout) which were of such import- 
ance as, to receive comment in the 
.daily press. 
Of these strikes the fol- 
lowing, because of their bearing upon 
government war needs, 
commanded 


special public attention. 
A succes- 
sion of strikes in the Boston district 
of workmen 
employed on contract 


work for the government, beginning 
on October 23 and continuing for a 
period-of three weeks, caused much 
concern because of the fact that gov- 
.crnment war work was being seriously 
delayed. 
The first of this series of strikes 


occurred at the Watertown 
Arsenal 


on October 23, but fortunately a set- 
tlement was reached two. days later 
through the direct mediation of the 
secretary, of war. At the plant of 
the Fore River Ship Building com- 
pany a number of workmen, variously 
estimated at from 3500 -to 5000 were 
thrown out of work as a result of a 
strike, principally of machinists, . for 
an immediate readjustment of ratings 
so as to conform with the scale in 
effect at the Charlestown navy yard. 
This strike began on October 30 and 
the men returned to work on Novem- 
ber 6, following an agreement to sub- 
mit the matter in controversy to arbi- 
tration by Henry B, Endicott, execu- 
tive manager 
of the 
Massachusetts 
comniittee on public safety. 
Early 


in November several groups of work- 
men employed at the so-called "De- 
stroyer Plant" at Squantum struck in 
support of the open-shop demands by 
building tradesmen employed on gov- 
ernment building contracts in the Bos- 
ton district, and on November 7 a 
general strike occurred affecting ap- 
proximately 1000 workmen employed 
in building construction work at the 
Charlestown navy yard the Watertown 
arsenal, the Marine hospital in Chel- 
Bea, the appraiser's stores in Boston 
and the magazine station at Hingham. 
A settlement was reached on Novem- 
ber 16 through the mediation of rep- 
resentatives of the federal and| state 
governments. 


A strike of about 600 freight hand- 
lers employed at the Boston docks of 
the Boston and Albany and the Bos- 
ton and Maine railroads, which threat- 
ened to interfere seriously with for- 
eign shipments, began on October 1 
and was finally brought to an end on 
October 20 through the efforts of a 
"comniittee representing the Massachu- 
setts committee on public safety.

Across Atlantic 


Thrilling Story of Voyages 


of Two Squadrons Now 
Overseas 


WASHINGTON, April 10—In the fac« 


of bitter winter gales, American sub- 
marines, primarily designed for opera- 
tions off th.e home coasts, crossed the 
Atlantic to engage in the comnion-Jisht 
•gainst U-boats. They have been In 
the war zone for some month*. 


Secretary Daniels made public for th< 


first time that the submarines had gone 
"over there" in his address at C l e - 
land Saturday. 
It is now permissible to relate the 


tlrst story 
of passage of thft 
boats 


across the 
sea 
in the 
most se.vero 


weather known in years, in which the 
best traditions 
of the service 
were 


maintained. 


Tne first submarine to leave, got u 


dcr way in early winter. Until Seer 
tary Daniels spoke, no word of 
the 


participation of the underwater boats 
in the war against Germany had been 
published. 


The steps taken to get them across 


cannot be disclosed, but the fact that 
the department has no disaster to rec- 
ord is pointed to as proof of their suffi- 
ciency. 


Officers and men of the submarines 


faced hard 
days as 
they put 
out. 


Cramped in narrow quarters and with 
btorras in prospect, they steered to aea 
with coSnplete confidence in themselves 
and their boats. 
A laconic report of 


utteventful voyages bore out that con- 
fidence. 
. 
In mid-December others sot started. 


While it was fair on sailing day, ahead 
of the submarines a 100-mile gale was 
brewing. Into this they plowed, rolling 
and tumbling. But there was no fal- 
tering. 


Even when tow-lines parted in some 


oases, unknown to the tug^s and ac- 
companying craft, 
the 
submarines 


battled forward alone. A majority of 
them .reached their destination under 
their'own power, ready for duty. 
. 


Some of the boats were driven far 


.from their course. They snowed up at 
different ports, 
but promptly put to 


aea again and reached their station. 


One boat was the hard-luck vessel of 


the let. Separated from the flotilla in 
the first storm and its compasses out 
of order, it turned homeward, only to 
strike two more gales in quick succes- 
sion. 
However, it made port success- 


fully and undamaged. 


With 'new fuel and supplies aboard 


tnd with a man or two, worn out by 
"the long struggle with the elements, 
replaced, in a few days the boat put to 
sea again. It went through that time, 
despite a fourth gale it encountered.

of which read like fiction. The service 
has been described as a trying: one, for 
which men of courage and daring ara 
essential.
